sar at this time the annual mevting of the town 
kes place, and every year at.this time we remind the 
ayers thitt it is their meeting and they should be out 
in full force to hear the various reports which are given 
iby the councillors, who devote so much of their time on a 
gratis basis to the welfare of the town. It is very dis- 
heartening for our councillors to work all year and at the 
ond of that year prepare a report on their activities only 
to be delivered to a blank wall or a half filled room. It is 
not only right that the ratepayers should be in attend- 
ance, but is also their duty. It has been their money which 
has been spent. It is in their own interest to make sure 
that it has been spent in the proper and most valuable 
Accompanied in this weeks paper is a synopsis of the 
financial statement for the town of Wainwright. The 
town treasury has concluded another most successful 
year balancing their budget in as close a manner as pos- 
sible under todays conditions. A small surplus was 


shown on the records at the end of the year which is a 


healthy state of affairs. The total debt of the town is at 
an all time low amounting to just over $5,000, which could 
be easily paid off at any time if conditions were so tllat it 
was legally possible. This small debt is a mere drop in 
the bucket compared to our assets of $75,000. 

Tax collections were reported as being good with just 
better than 100% being turned in, During the past years 


the arrears for taxes have become less each year, result- 


et figure each year of better than 100%. 

ording. to the financial statement the town coffers 
received over $51,000 and spent $49,500 plus. There are 
one or two points which might not be clear in the spend. 
ing portion of the statement, and that is the fact that the 
town actually spent, a little in excess of their budgeting 
and still showed a surplus. While this might not seem 
understandable it is rightly so. During the year there 
were expenses which had to be met from current revenue 
which were not forseen. Such items as the grader, the new 
well punip and a pre payment to the water and sewerage 
engineers were not expected in 1947 and consequently 
were not budgeted for. These had to be paid, so by cap- 
italizing them and paying for them from former surplus- 
es a resulting surplus was shown on the years activit- 
ies. It is a difficult procedure sometimes to budget at 
the start of the year for every expense which is likely to 
ocour during the year. 1947 held this danger in respect to 
the above. The water and sewerage debenture was not 
offered for sale and this placed the town under an obli- 
gation to pay Haddin and Miles. The monies for this pay- 
ment were included in the cost of the water and sewerage 
costs. If and when this money is realized from the sale of 
debentures for the water and sewerage, this $3,000 al- 
ready paid for will be turned back to the town. In simple 
bookkeeping, the town coffers have extended a loan of 
3,000 to pay the engineers which will be returned to its 
proper place when the money rolls in from the sale of 
water and sewerage debentures, All in all the 1947 finan- 
cial statement is one that the citizens can be proud of. It 
is an honest record of the efforts of our councillors, may- 
or and secretary treasurer, to make Wainwright a little 
better place to live in, 6 

All which we have said will likely be brought before 
the annual meeting and given in much more detailed fact 
to those ättending. However, there is one or more things 
which the ratepayers are apt to bring to the meeting 
which will have some bearing on future developments for 
the town. One is the P. M. C, how, when and where, The 
other is likely to include the water and sewerage system, 
how and when. 

This is your meeting. It is your pocket book which is 
directly affected by future course of actions. This is the 
true democratic spirit. This is the people's voice in the 
people's government. Call it what you may, it is the An- 
nual Meeting of Ratepayers to be held at 8:00 p.m. in the 
Town Hall, Friday, January 30th.
